God would have kings and commoners recog- 
nize him as the triune God. When ‘the was forced 
by the hopeless ‘sinfulness of the people whom he had 
chosen to represent him on earth to turn from a the- 
ocracy —in which, latterly, human kings represented 
him — and to govern the world through Gentile rulers, 
he revealed himself to the’ first one of these in his 
trinitarian character. -In “The Book of Daniel,” by 
W. C. Stevens, the author notes this interesting fact. 
He is commenting upon Nebuchadnezzar’s acknowl- 
edgment of Jehovah: “The king... said, Of a truth

and a revealer of secrets” (Dan. 2:47). Mr. Stevens 
says: “Here is, wittingly or not, a trinitarian ac- 
knowledgment: of God: as supreme God, as supreme 
Kirig, and as ‘the- omniscient Revealer. ‘How strik- 
ingly this corresponds’ to the actual Trinity: God 
Almighty, the Father; the Son of God, “the blessed 
and only Potentate, the King of kings, and Lord of 
lords’ (1 Tim. 6:15); and the Holy Spirit, who 
‘searcheth all things, yea, the deep things of God,’ 


which ‘things of God knoweth no man, but the 
Spirit of God’ and ‘which. the Holy Giost teacheth.’”

Mrs. Field’s “Abundant Entrance” 


What must it mean, when one has long seen the 
Lord Jestis by faith, to see him -by sight! rhe many 
friends of Mrs. Virginia H. Field, of New York, are 
rejoicing with her that she is now in the presence 
of her Lord. Hearts are sorrowing because of the 
earthly separation from this dear friend, but the 


joy is greater than the sorrow. Mrs. Field was 


called Home on June 20. She had been ill for some 
months, suffering greatly from heart trouble and 
finally from partial paralysis, yet with such a recent 
improvement that she had planned to attend the Vic- 
torious Life Conference at Stony Brook in July. Her 
own quiet faith and joy in the Lord through all her 
testing was the same as had characterized her beau- 
tiful life for many years. With the earthly means 
with which God had prospered her she. had made 
her handsome residence one of the most remarkable 
centers of Christian influence and Bible teaching in 
America. Autumn, winter, and spring conferences 
were held there, while near by in Hephzibah House she 
gathered young women, and returned missionaries, 
and other Christian workers for systematic Bible 
study and the rest and refreshment that only such 
a Christian home can offer. One of Mrs. Field’s many 
valuable leaflets is entitled “Changed,” and studies the 
passage in 2 Corinthians 3: 18, “Beholding . . . the Lord 

. . changed into the same image... . by the Spirit.” 
It’ must have been a very abundant entrance that 
was given this child of God into His presence: Best 
of all, multitudes of others will have that same abun- 
dant entrance into “fulness of joy” because Mrs. 
Field lived and witnessed unto Him. 


The First Few Days at Kansas City 


With a glimpse of what they are meaning to the thousands gathered there 


form in Kansas City’s huge--Convention Hall 
an elderly. man rose to his feet-. You would 
not have guessed his age; but when President Thomp- 
son recognized his wish to speak, the man explained 
that he desired to make a contribution to the work. 

“I am superintendent,” he said, “of the first Sun- 
day-school in America, founded one hundred and 
thirty-seven years ago—the Southern Methodist 
school at Keller, Va. - My name is L. J. Hyslup; I 
have been in the Sunday-school seventy-three years, 
and I am eighty-four years old.” 

How the great. throng applauded him! Some 
may have wondered a bit whether one could be quite 
sure about that old question of the “first” Sunday- 
school in America: But the Convention faded from 
one’s vision, and swung into reality again only after 
the magic of the moment had unfolded the long and 
colorful panorama of that nearly three-quarters of 
a century of Sunday-school experience. 

What slender beginnings, what steady growth un- 
der God’s fostering care ; what personalities and plans, 
what marvelous fruitage, what structures spiritual 
and material have entered into the making of the 
Sunday-school in the lifetime of that one man, stand- 
ing there a sturdy figure seasoned by the years, and 
still rejoicing to live and to give for the work he 
loved! 

At the close of the same session a young man was 
called to the platform. He was in khaki, bearing 
a knapsack, — really just a big boy on the very thres- 
hold of life.- He was Earl Alban, of the Miami Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Sunday-school, of Columbus, Ohio, 
who had hiked to the Convention, earning his way, 
and_was about to start by the same method of travel 
for the new boys’ camp in the mountains of Colorado. 
In his present experience as a product of the Young 
People’s Division of the International work, Earl

Alban made no speech, tarried only a moment on the 
high, flag-draped rostrum, and then was away. How 
swift and youthful and confident he was in his earn- 
est. bearing’! Not retrospect plus prospect, but pros- 
pect alone gave light to his eyes. 

And these two figures embody the two blending 
elements in this largest of all Sunday-school conven- 
tions, this epochal meeting of a long day of marvel- 
ous strength and fruitage with what is now invited 
to. the rostrum by the platform leaders as a new day 
with its testing times ahead. For the Kansas City 
Convention is indeed epochal in that it marks the 
beginning of what one of the leaders in the new 
movement called “an ®xperiment in organization” 
—a merging of the International Sunday School As- 
sociation and the Sunday School Council of Evan- 
gelical Denominations. ; 

At the moment of this writing the Convention is 
hardly more than half over. It is the largest that 
has ever been known in the long series of National 
and International Sunday-school Conventions, begin- 
ning with the New York-City Convention of Octo- 
ber 3, 1832. It is so large that even at this time the 
hard-worked Registration Committee has not com- 
pleted its official figures, but it is said that there are 
more than seven thousand delegates registered — 
including more than two thousand from Kansas, 
and about twenty-one hundred from Kansas City — 


‘ all paying the registration fee of $3.50. 


On the. white “front-cover of the program, — which 
is.a book in itself,—is a red heart with Kansas 
City in white letters on the heart, and beneath are 
these words, The Heart of America, while surround- 
ing this effective reminder of the city’s position and 
welcome, is a blue circle bearing the words, in white, 
International Sunday School Convention, June 21-27, 
1922. It is a telling design, for if ever the Christian 
hosts in a city gave a true heart-welcome to a Sun- 
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day-school convention, it is here. The arrangements 
that mean so much to visiting delegates have been 
particularly well managed in a large-hearted, roomy, 
unstinted fashion that will long be remembered. 

It would be hard to see how a finer auditorium 
could have been provided for every purpose of. the 
Convention, in seating, in platform amplitude, in wide 
aisles, ample vestibule space,‘ and an exceptionally 
accessible and liberal corridor space for the very 
informing and attractive exhibits of publishers’ pro- 
ductions, 

All this is equally true so far as any need has 

existed in the numerous churches and hotels where 
special conferences have been held. And when you 
realize that the program includes ‘forty-three stated 
conferences on various departments of the work, in 
addition to the large meetings in Convention Hall, 
which is said to seat anywhere from thirteen thou- 
sand to eighteen thousand (according to the enthu- 
siasm of the estimator), you can form at least a 
faint idea of the size and reach of the great gath- 
ering. 
A study of the whole program reveals much that 
is significant. There are two hundred and forty-nine 
persons who have a stated part in the proceedings, 
to say nothing of the hundreds, young and older 
who are taking part in the impressive pageants and 
magnificent and heart-moving choruses, 

From a study of the program two outstanding char- 
acteristics emerge, —the technical educational empha- 
sis as doubtless never before appearing in any such 
proportion in an International Sunday School Con- 
vention, and the presence of such a large number of 
professional men and women in the field of denom- 
inational service. From the staff of the various 
state and provincial organizations, and from the In- 
ternational administrative and field staff there has 
always been a large representation at the great con- 
ventions, and that is true upon this occasion. But 
a new emphasis is now obvious in the choice of the 
personnel of the program, especially in the field of 
educational technique. 

Of the two hundred and forty-nine speakers, forty- 
eight are secretaries or department superintendents 
in denominational service; eighteen are professors 
or directors in the distinct work of religious educa- 
tion; seven are professors in theological or other 
schools, seven are college presidents; fifteen are of- 
ficers and field workers of the International Sunday 
School Association; forty-three are secretaries, divi- 
sion superintendents, or other officers of state asso- 
ciations; thirteen are in similar positions in county 
or city associatiors. Twenty-two pastors, and three 
Sunday-school superintendents are on the list, four 
bishops, eleven editors, four government officials, 
and then in addition numerous specialists in move- 
ments of the day.4 So you see what powers of 
endurance and absorption the everyday, ordinary dele- 
gate must have in order to come through alive! 
And it has been hot in hospitable Kansas City, tool 

Since Wednesday morning, June 21, at 10 o'clock, 
the intricate yet orderly purposes of the program 
have been unfolding hour by hour, beginning with 
‘the call to worship by President Thompson, when the 
audience filling the lower floor of the vast auditorium, 
and all but the far rear section of the lower galleries, 
rose at the sound of the piano, and stood in silence 
as the President repeated these words: 

“The hour cometh, and now is, when the true wor- 
shipers shall worship the Father in spirit and in 
truth; for the Father seeketh such to worship him. 
God is a spirit; and they that worship him must 
worship him in spirit and in truth. Worship the Lord 
in the beauty of holiness: Praise ye the Lord.” 

Mr. William Hamilton, of Toronto, then read a

Thenceforward—it is now Saturday night — the 
days and evenings have been crowded with events 
and impressions. And it will not be deemed un- 
gracious, in view of the brain and body fatigue of 
many of the delegates, if ah old convention-goer 
should just here suggest that even a student confer- 
ence of college men makes careful provision for open 
hours of recreation. Let’s think that over in the 
coming quadrennium! It isn’t pedagogical to load 
the mind beyond the limit of attention or receptive- 
ness. 

The utterances of the Convention thus far have 
reflected the widely varying convictions of the 
speakers, a fact which in turn is a reflection, in such 
a representative and inclusive gathering as this, of 
the varying attitude of educators on the problems of 
education, and of the widely differing beliefs within 
the church of to-day. It is distinctly an educational 
program, with a technical vocabulary that is not 
understood as yet by many a devoted Sunday-school 
teacher,—and possibly not by some*others. One 
good woman, during an address by a pastor, turned 
to another next to her and whispered with evident 
relief, “I can understand him!” That does not mean 
that educational “categories” cannot be understood, 
but simply that the educator must be a teacher if 
he w xfld have an understanding audience! But one

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cannot at this stage attempt to appraise a huge and 
many-sided affair such as this Convention,—a task 
that must be reserved for later articles. 

That which had been regarded as the most im- 
portant action to be considered by this vention 
was presented on Thursday morning—the plan of 
reorganization under which a merging of the Inter- 
national Sunday School Association and the Sun- 
day School Council of Evangelical Denominations 
was proposed. The Sunday School Council was or- 
ganized in 1910 by the employed officers of denomina- 
tional Sunday-school agencies “for purposes of 
mutual consultation.” After many conferences, 
through the years, and the. appointment of a Joint 
Committee of Reference and Counsel by the two 
bodies, and other important steps looking toward 
co-operation and* reorganization, the following plan 
was agreed upon, February 16, 17, 1922, “subject to 
the approval of the next International Convention in 
1922”: 

1. The reorganized Executive Committee of the Interna- 
tional Sunday School Association, based on the agreement 
of co-operation and Exhibit “A” (January-February, 1920) 
is the merged body of Territorial and Denominational forces 
as formerly represented by the International Sunday 
School Association and the Sunday School Council of 
Evangelical Denominations. 

2. This merged body shall be called The International 
Sunday School Council of Religious Education. 

3. The International Sunday School Council of Religious 
Education shall appoint a Committee on Education com- 
posed of not more than sixty members. 

4. The International Sunday School Council of Religious 
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Education shall set up groups of professional workers, the 
Chairman of each of which shall be a consulting member 
of the International Sunday School Council of Religious 
Education. 

These. groups shall be such as Children’s Workers, Young 
People’s Workers, Field Workers, Directors of Religious 
Education, Denominational Editors, Denominational Pub- 
lishers, etc. . 

5. We. recommend that in harmony with this plan of 
merger the Executive Committee of the International Sun- 
day School Association request the Congress of the United 
States to amend the Charter by changing the name, “The 
International Sunday School Association,” to “The Inter- 
national Sunday School Council of Religious Education.” 

6. Pending the change of the legal name of the organizar 
tion by Congressional action, we recommend the business 
of the organization shall be conducted under the new name, 

7. We recommend that the International Executive Com- 
mittee be requested to revise its By-laws in harmony with 
the foregoing provisions. 


Numerous By-laws follow, all of which, aad much 
preliminary history, came before the Convention in 
the printed report submitted and read in part by 
Robert M. Hopkins, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, 

Dr. David G. Downey, Book Editor of the Meth- 
odist Book Concern, New York, spoke in support of 
the report, and moved “that the Convertion confirm 
and ratify the plan of merger between. the Interna- 
tional Sunday School Association and the Sunday 
School Council of Evangelical Denominations adopted 
by the Executive Committee at its meeting in Chi- 
cago, February 16, 17, 1922.”

Will You Help Stem the Tide 
of Modernism in China ? 


An American Christian woman living in China, 
herself not a missionary, is genuinely burdened by 
what she sees of the inroads of Modernism among 
professing Christians, both’ Chinese and foreign, in 


the lard of her adopted’: home. She is a personal 
acquaintance of the Editor, and she writes him of a 
plan she has in mind of helping to circulate’ the 
right kind of Christian literature: 

I feel so -intensely that I must do my bit toward 
stemming this tide of new theology, and the destructive 
criticism of the Bible that is sweeping all before it — 
so it seems at times — out here. 


In connection with Dr. Woodbridge’s account of 
the domination by Modernism of the great Christian 
Conference held in Shanghai in May, the following 
incident from this Christian woman’s experience is 
significant : 

An illustration of the sad effect of this “new in- 
terpretation” of the Christian faith on the life and 
service of the Chinese Church came to my_notice 
a few days ago. 

The other evening I attended a social gathering 
comprised of Chinese and foreign representatives 
— officers, supporters, and workers, of a great mis- 
sionary enterprise. here was a large number of 
Chinese Christians present. The evening was passed 
pleasantly with music, games, and the like, but 
without any distinctive Christian note. In the 
midst of festivities, announcement was made of the 
speaker for the regular Sunday service to be held 
on the following Sabbath, for English-speakin 
Chinese: “Professor ——, of the University o 
(naming a great institution of learning in the 
homeland) will give us a talk on a practical sub- 
ject, related to the problems political and social of 
jaa in China as well as in other parts of the 
world.” 

Shortly afterward I ‘entered into conversation 
with a fine, intelligent-looking Chinese seated on 
my right, —a prominent business mar, I afterward 
learned, and an outstanding Christian. Not certain 
where he stood I proceeded a bit cautiously to 
what I wanted most of all to talk about. © 

“You have quite a variety of speakers at your 
ne you not men from all walks of 
ife? ' 

“Yes, all sorts; not so much Gospel preachers,” 
he replied with a note of sadness in his voice, 

“Is that so? Do you feel that it is different 
from formerly?” 

“Yes,” emphatically. “It is very different. Just 
now, all is science, science. Christ is shut in a 
dark corner. He cannot be seen with the mind 
or with the heart. It is too much shame. It brings 
the tears; the Saviour weeps to-day once more. 
Here in this church—named to the memory of 
the Chinese martyrs who died in the Boxer kill- 
ing, who fearless died for Jesus Christ the. only 
Son of God.— no more we hear the Gospel of Him 
crucified. This is not preached, but science 
‘moral’ literature, ‘do good,’ political events. I tell 
them, ‘You do not have to make yourself Chris- 
tian te have such teaching, for this we have from 


the name of the frien 





our great master Confucius.’ It is the same in 
my church (not Chinese). A preacher we have 
just now who preaches not the true Gospel of the 
Saviour, but science,— what science teaches about 
the Bible, about Jesus, about God, about every- 
thing. No more the Holy Spirit comes into’ our 
hearts. I beg him in these words: ‘Preach Jesus 
only Saviour, Him who died for sins; let us pray; 
_let us fall to our knees for Christ to bless us!” 
vi 7 ¥ many of the Chinese Christians feel as you 

0?” 

“Yes, many; but many do not speak ‘much, -as 
just now’ not popular to so believe. Missionaries 
too: believe this fashion, — all men, it seems some- 
times,” a slight break in his voice. 


In striking contrast with the above sad illustration 
of the devastation of unbelief among professing 
Christians is this further word from the same friend 
in China: 

“On the other hand, I wish you might witness 
some of the blessed results in the lives of Chinese 
when the Gospel is given. The pastor who is con- 
ducting services for Chinese each Sunday afternoon 
in our home is another native, a man ‘filled with the 
Holy Spirit,’ whose face fairly glows when he men- 
tions the name of our Lord, and who is constantly in 
prayer for our Eord’s return. Even when he awakens 
at night he says that his one thought is of Him, and 
his pleading prayer is, “Comie, rd Jesus!” The 
story of this pastor’s commission is a real story. 

“Although he is a man of limited means, he has, 
at his own expense, built on his own property a build- 
ing which he has named Pentecostal Hall (literally 
Five Decade Hall, first recalling the Day of Pente- 
cost and secondly as a memorial of his fiftieth birth- 
day), as a center from which to evangelize the sur- 
rounding hillside country.” 

And now this Christian woman in China has the 
following practical suggestion to make, upon which 
some readers of The Sunday School Times will 
probably be glad to act: 

“It seems to me that a real service could be ren- 
dered by. our Christians in the homeland who be- 
lieve in the old Gospel, if they would send helpful 
literature of the faith-building sort to our English- 
reading and speaking Chinese in China, a large num- 
ber of whom are returned students, graduates of 
American or European colleges. They might even 
start a correspondence with such, thus getting into 
more~intimate touch. If any of your readers would 
care to ‘try it out’ I should be very glad to act as 
a connecting link between them and those of our 
Chinese who may be reached in this way. I have 
been passing on my copies of Thé Sunday School 
Times, the Bible Champion, and the Moody Insti- 
tute Monthly, I feel with profit.” 

Readers of the Times who would like to send 
sound, faith-building literature, either books or pe- 
riodicals, to English-speaking Chinése in China, and 
perhaps to correspond with such, may address the 
Editor of The Sunday School Times and ask for 
in China who is making this 
Suggestion. Will all who are -led to attempt this 
plan bear in mind that it can become truly effective 
only as God guides and blesses it, and may it there- 
fore be made a matter of earnest prayer?

its sessions on May 11, after sitting for nine 

full days. Its bigness consisted for the most 
part in the number of its delegates and in the. ex- 
pectation of greater achievement. Never in the whole 
century of mission work in China have so many Chi- 
nese and foreign Christians met together in one 
place; and never had the hope of a progressive evan- 
gelism been higher. 

One of the baneful effects of Modernism is ex- 
cessive organization; and organization, not evangel- 
ism, was the key-note of this gathering. Not on 
the part of those who came for prayer and spiritual 
uplift, but of those whose sole purpose seemed io 
be the formation of a National Council that could 
direct the future movements of the whole mission- 
ary body. At the very first business meeting, the 
tactics of Edinburgh, Panama, and Inter-Church were 
employed, when the Rules of Procedure were to be 
passed. Before they could be carefully considered 
by the body, the temporary chairman called for a 
show of hand’ and declared their adoption. 

He was pretty severely called down, and to save 
the situation the foreign secretary of the Continua- 
tion Committee proposed a reconsideration. The mat- 
ter was taken up again, and the conference proceeded 
in a more deliberate way. But the suspicions of the 
Chinese especially were aroused, and these grew in 
intensity as the business proceeded. The chairman 
of the Program Committee told the writer that the 
Conference was controlled and directed by five or 
six foreigners, two or three of whom do not live in 
China and have not come in direct touch with Chi- 
nese thought and opinion. 


Tis, great ‘National Christian Conference closed 


Evangelism and the Cross Ignored 
One evening had been set apart for-a conference 


.on evangelism, and there were many evangelists, 


both Chinese and foreign, present at the meeting. 
Women like Miss Ruth Paxson and Dr. Mary Stone, 
and men like Pastor DinggLi-mei, Dr. Jonathan Go- 
forth, Dr. Frank Keller, and others whose work 
God had so signally blessed in the salvation of many 
souls, were not even asked to speak. Weightier mat- 
ters than evangelism, in the opinion of the majority 
of the Business Committee, were to be-discussed, and 
the whole. evening that had been assigned to the sub- 
ject of the preaching of the Cross was taken up with 
them. And it is safe to say that-the speakers who 
were appointed to address the Conference hardly 
mentioned the Cross of Christ. It was mostly what 
man is doing and can do for God, not what God is 
doing and can do for man, throu%h missionaries, for 
poor distracted China. 


When it dawned upon the Conference that the. 


chief purpose of calling this body was the formation 
of a permanent representative. Council, the idea pre- 
vailed, especially among the Chinese. delegates, that 
this was to be the nucleus of one national “indige- 
nous” Chinese church. This idea was fostered, per- 
haps unintentionally, by two speakers, both of whom 
are Professogs in the Theological Department of 
Peking University. One of these, the Rev. R. K. 
Evans, said: 

“Properly speaking the Chinese Christian Church 
is only now coming to the birth. The Christian 
Church in China has so far been a foreign church, 
not only in the eyes of the Chinese but in actual fact. 

“Since the time of the Edinburgh Gonference it 
has been customary to speak of the church on the 
mission field. This expression is now obsolescent if 
not obsolete.” 

Either from excitement or from an_ enthusiasm 
generated by numbers, this speaker forgot entirely 
that there were Chinese churches of several denomi- 
nations existing in China as an evangelistic force, be- 
fore he was born! 

And Dr. Timothy Ting-fang Lew, Chinese Dean 
= Theology in this university, spoke along the same 
ines : . 

“We declare further that the time has come when 
Chinese Christians should make a careful study and 
with courageous experimentation find out what are 
the forms and organizations and methods that are 
most practicable and helpful for the establishment 
of an indigenous church.” 

Following the addresses of these university profes- 
sors, there was considerable flutter and much high- 
flown talk among the younger delegates of what this 
“ndigenous” church was to do. The blow fell the 
next day, when the Business Committee officially 
announced that it had never been the intention of 
the promoters of the Conference to make the Na- 
tional Council even the nucleus of a National Chi- 
nese Church. One big ecclesiastical organization 
for “nation-wide” China was the mirage of a super- 
heated zeal! 

But certain delegates insisted that some statement 
of Christian belief should be required of those who

missio: conference held in Shanghai in 
May seems to have been the attem formation 
of a miniature “Inter-Church World Movement” 


in China. This means an organization of elaborate 
machinery, costly expenses, superficial investiga- 
tions and surveys that do not touch the heart of 


true missionary work, a affiliation with 
non-Christian agencies and individuals, and in- 


creasingly free o ity for the expression of 
‘anti-Christian Moderniam. 

In “ Notes on Open Letters” next week’s issue

-tian Conference, and in refreshing contrast with it. 








should form the National Council. It was proposed 
that belief in the deity of our Lord, his Atonement 
for sin, and the integrity’and authority of the Word 
of God should constitute the minimum of the state- 
ment. The proposal was heartily supported by sev- 
eral large missionary organizations, including the 
China Inland Mission, the Southern Presbyterian 
Mission, and various Chinese Church organizations. 
But the majority of the Business Committee would 
have none of it, and the Conferénce had come to an 
impasse. What was to be done? Should there be 
a public exhibition of a division before those Chinese 
delegates who had come so far for spiritual uplift, 
for prayer, and encouragement from_their spiritual 
fathers and mothers? hould the Christian forces 
divide on a question like this before the eyes of many 
hundred thousands of people of Shanghai and the 
millions of‘ Christians throughout the world? 
Leaders on both sides were called in; they labored 
for eighteen hours, and finally produced the follow- 
ing: : 
The Statement of Belief 


“A proposal has been made to the Conference that 
a doctrinal statement expressing fundamental Chris- 
tian beliefs should be embodied in the resolution @p- 
pointing a National Christian Council. 

“We the members of the Conference joyfully con- 
fess our faith in, and renew our allegiance to, God 
the Father Almighty, Jesus Christ, His Son, our 
Lord and Saviour, who loved us and gave himself 
for our sins, and the Holy Spirit, the Lord and 
Giver: of life; and acknowledge our loyalty to the 
Holy Scriptures as the supreme guide of faith and 
conduct, and to the fundamental Christian beliefs 
held by the churches to which we severally belong. 
The Conference, however, is not constituted as a 
church council with authority to pass upon questions 
of doctrine and of church polity or to draw_up a 
credal or doctrinal statement of any kind. While 
the Conference believes it to be a matter of vital 
importance that the Church of Christ in China should 
be established on a basis of true faith and sound 
doctrine, it recognizes that the authority to deter- 
mine what are the essential affirmations of the Chris- 
tian faith lies with the several churches of which 
those attending ‘this Conference are members. Any 
National Christian Council which may be appointed 
by this Conference will not in any sense be a church 
council, and therefore not competent to exercise ec- 
clesiastical functions. It will be an advisory body 
which will seek to carry forward the work of this 





A sound missionary in China writes of the report of 
Commission III, on‘*‘ The Message of the Church,’’ 
that while it shows that ‘“the heart of the Chinese 
Christian Church is loyal to Christian principles, ’’ nev- 
ertheless ‘‘ for four hours the efforts to put into that 
message an unquestionable statement of Christ’s re- 
demptive work were fought down, and it was for this 
reason that the responsibility was thrown on the Chinese. 


** Union of Christians is a matter dear to all hearts, 
and few would object were it not that a small group 
of men are engineering the matter. Their principle is : 
Destructive criticism must not be touched. Men may 
write books which take away from “multitudes their 
saving faith in the Bible, they may teach in the schools 
and theological seminaries books which disseminate 
rank infidelity, but not one word must be said against 
them at the peril of popularity. 


** Some think it would be safe to unite, provided a 
statement of doctrine can be adopted. It might be. so 
if the statement were worded unmistakably. But to 
avoid giving offense words will certainly be used with 
double meaning.”’ 
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Conference and to bring the representatives of the 
different churches and missions in China together, in 
order that they may mutually enrich one another 
through common counsel, and will take action in 
matters of common interest only when it has rea- 
son to believe that the action taken will be in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the co-operating bodies.” 


This resolution had been translated into Chinese 
and put before the delegates. I believe that the Chi- 
nese, unused to the dodging methods of modern in- 
terpretation and taught by men and women who be- 
lieved in all the doctrines of the Cross, would read 
into this resolution all that was required in the ortho- 
dox statement. And while the essential elements 
were left out, the statement plainly declares that the 
Conference “believes it to a matter of vital im- 
portance Oe the Church of Christ in China should 

e established on a basis of true faith and sound doc- 
trine”; it expresses also “our loyalty to the Holy 
Scriptures as the supreme guide of faith and con- 
duct, and to the fundamental Christian beliefs held 
by the churches to which we severally belong.” 

It was for these reasons, I think, that Mr. D. E. 
Hoste, Director of the China Inland Mission, sec- 
onded the resolution. He said in effect that it was 
unsatisfactory; or, to use his own words, that “while 
he asked for the moon he got only a cheese.” But he 
hoped that the delegates would vote for the resolu- 
tion as it was the best that could be obtained. 

This seemed to satisfy a large number of Chinese 
who had threatened to leave the Conference unless 
some statement of belief should: be made. 

One regrets to state that this resolution was hastily 
passed, while many in the Conference had hardly 
read its contents, and no one was given a chance to 
vote in the negative. There were, consequently, a 
great many who could not join heartily in the dox- 
ology that was sung. The vote was emphatically not 
unanimous. On this basis the National Council of 
one hundred was elected. Shorn of the autocratic 
powers of the self-elected Continuation Committee it 
may prove a harmless but expensive concern. The 
calling together of one hundred men and women from 
widely separated Provinces every year, at an annual 
expense of fifty thousand gold dollars, will hardly 
meet the approval of the missions, now so heavily 
handicapped by lack of funds to carry on the regu- 
lar work. Missionaries are begging insistently for 
more money to meet the needs of the perishing mil- 
lions. The appropriations of the great Church Mis- 
sionary Society have been decreased by twenty-five 
percent, while other societies have been compelled 
to curtail their activities. It was calculated by an 
expert that this Conference has cost the huge sum of 
one hundred and fifty thousand gold dollars — that 
is, if we reckon the salaries and travel expenses and 
board of the delegates. 


Dr. Lowrie Actepts Dr. Fosdick’s Challenge 


Matters of finance were discussed after the Coun- 
cil had ‘been elected. The various visiting secretaries 
from England and America who had not been invited 
to speak before, were arrayed in order on the plat- 
form, and each one was requested to make a three- 


_minute speech. So far as we heard, not one of these 


foreign delegates mentioned the subject of money 
except Dr. Charles R. Erdman, of Princeton, whc 
quaintly remarked that while other resolutions~had 
not been passed with unanimity, he had no doubt it 
wee eee that the Boards should pay all the 
ills 

And it was really funny when the Chinese chair- 
man of the Business Committee, after several gran- 
diloquent speeches by young Chinese boldly announc- 
ing what this indigenous Chinese Church would at- 
tempt, quietly remarked that they had good friends 
abroad who would contribute money to carry out 
their plans. A just rebuke was administered to one 
young Chinese who in speaking on the subject of 
“Leadership” rather flouted the efforts of the older 
Chinese pastors. One of these in reply challenged 
the young men to go into the destitute regions of 
China and preach the Gospel as these same pastors 
had done when they were babes. 

The speech that perhaps 


received the high- 


est meed of approbation and applause during 
the whole Conference was the one made by 
Dr. J. Walter Lowrie, Chairman of the China 
Presbyterian Council. He spoke both in Chi- 


nese and English and outlined the requirements of 
the able minister of the Gospel. One of these was 
to stand fast in the old faith. He told the Confer- 
ence that Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick had in a re- 
cent speech thrown down the gauntlet to the con- 
servatives, and that we must accept his challenge. 
The*fact that Dr. Fosdick is uttering his heretical 
opinions in the same church where Dr. Lowrie had 
first received the Communion of the Lord’s Supper

when a boy, lent additional vigor to his very force- 
ful remarks. The hearty approval of this address 
showed clearly that the majority of the Conference 
maintain their belief in the fundamental truths of 
the Bible. 

This was supposed to be a church Conference for 
Chinese pastors and Christian missionaries. But 
it was largely “engineered” and addressed by men 
who are not pastors at all. Some of the Chinese 
pastors in Shanghai declined to attend the sessions 
after the first few days. One of these, the Rev. Li 
Heng-sheng, pastor of the Presbyterian Church at 
the South Gate, Shanghai, preached a sermon last 
Sunday in that church in which he openly..cebuked 
the promoters of the Conference for their unfair 
dealings with the older men who sent in their cards 
requesting permission to speak, but were refused. 
Pastor Li had vainly tried to get the platform on 
four or five occasions, 

I met one old Chinese preacher who had come 
many hundreds of miles from the distant Province of 
Kansu to attend the Conference, in order to find en- 
couragement and spiritual uplift, but was sorely dis- 
appointed. He said he was leaving Shanghai as 
soon as possible, to get away from the noise and 
disorder of the place and get back to his work! 
So far as I have learned, the opinion of the lead- 
ing Chinese pastors is that such a Conference was 
not called by the Chinese themselves. Chinese mem- 
bers of the newly-elected National Council express 
their serious doubts as to the feasibility of operating 
such an organization. 

This Council loudly proclaims itself to be com- 
posed largely of Chinese who will represent the 
churches cad other Christian bodies. But will the 
Chinese help to finance this Council? They are 
shrewd enough to see that if taxation without rep- 
resentation is unfair, representation without taxation 
is just as reprehensible. “There is enough money 
among the Chinese churches to pay their quota,” said 
Mr, Chang Ting-yung, a Presbyterian representative 
of the Council, “but they will not agree to spend 
their money in this way.” 

“I can find no good in the Conference except that 
it brought together a large number of people who 
derived much benefit from mutual exchange of 
thought; the interchange of friendship was helpful, 
too. As for the National Council; it will provide 
places for a large number of secretaries and clerks 
who will deluge us with statistical blanks and ques- 
tionnaires.” This from Mr. Cheng Chun-sheng, the 
Chinese editor of the leading Christian néwspaper 
in’ China. - 

Although there was the same show and’ profession 
of fairness in the Conference as there was at Edin- 
burgh and Panama, and repeated ‘assurance given that 
this: was a Chinese Conference, the facts’ do not ‘bear 
out the assertion. The majority of the Business 
Committee had it all their own way. There was no 
inspiration for a forward, progressive evangelism. 
The prayers were printed and read by the large con- 
gregation; there was little opportunity for voluntary 
supplication. The real inspiration to séfvice came 
from the singing of the old hymns that express the 
bulwarks of our common faith and devotion, As 
stated in my former letter this singing was splendid, 

One cannot but feel that this new organization, 
which has in its membership the leading men of the 
defunct Continuation Committee and the, Y. M. C. A., 
is a part of a bigger body that aims to control the 
missionary policies and forces of the world through 
the Boards -and other agencies of the Christian 
churches in America and Europe. It is hard for us 
on the firing line to realize that we are in the grip 
of a “religious” combination that is largely Modern 
in«thought and method. Will the Holy Spirit bless 
such an organization as the National Christian Coun- 
cil, however “advisory” it professes to be, when there 
are men in it who doubt the authority of portions 
of God's Word, and the virgin birth of our Blessed 
Lord and his atoning sacrifice for our sins? We can 
safely leave this question to God's spiritual people 
in. the homeland who so heartily support mission 
work with their prayers and means.

The Little Sermon

For the Lord thy God hath Wessed thee in all the 
works of thy hand: he knoweth thy walking through 
this great wilderness: these forty years the Lord thy 
God hath been with thee; thou hast lacked nothing 
(Deut. 2:7). 


(i is frequently a God of judgment. But this 
is not because he wants to be such. He is not 
willing that any should perish; and we may infer 
from this that he is not willing that any. should be 
judged. It is ever God’s prerogative to show. mercy. 
‘ea, more than this, it is ever his veritable passién 
to do so. When he does not, it is because he can not, 
sin staying his heart and hand. 
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In this passage Moses reminds the children of Is- 
rael how merciful God had been to them through 
their wilderness journey. In spite of disobedience, in 
the face of discontent and rejection, even in 
midst of necessary judgments, their Jehovah-Leader 
had kept his covenant, fulfilled his promises, and 
blessed his heritage. And he had done this, not for 
a few years only, but for all the years of their pil- 
grimage, from Egypt onward to the river Jordan, till 
now forty years had gone and some of the people 
were hoary vith age. What a record it had been, 
and how proud Moses was of the God who had made 
it! No wonder that the grand old man, as he faces 
the promised land, rejoices in his “faithful creator,” 
and makes his boast in. Him before his less appre- 
ciative followers. He himself needed it as he looked 
to what was yet to come; and particularly his peo- 


ple needed it as they urged their way onward to 
the cold and swiftly running waters of Jordan and 
the giants and _giant-cities on teyond. Heartening 


processes are good affairs when struggles lie before 
us; and there is no better way of encouraging our 
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hearts for the future than by remembering what 
God has been to us in the past. Moses, therefore, 
was saying in effect: God has kept his promises in 

years gone by, and hence he will do it in the 
years to come; ye have lacked nothing, and hence, 
depend upon it, ye shall lack nothing. All this was 
more than true; it was logically and’ irrefutably true. 
To Moses’ boast, therefore, Israel could say nothing 
but 2 profound, Amen! 

I am more than “forty years” old, and I would 
declare that Moses’ words are true of me. My father 
died at seventy-four, and he-said they were true of 
him. My grandfather died at eighty-two, and he said 
they were true of him. My aunt has just died at 


ninety, and she said that they were true of her. And 
I recently heard of a man who was converted at one 
hundred and six, and I am sure that he would have 
affirmed that they were true of him. It looks, then,

The Apostle Peter, whose denial of his Lord at 
the instigation of the Devil led so quickly to bitter 
tears of shame and regret, was not in. any doubt 
about the real character of this great Enemy. “Be 
sober, be watchful,” said he, “because your adver- 
sary the devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, 
seeking whom he may devour” (1 Peter 5:8). - 

The Apostle John well understood the essential 
nature of this universal foe of human character and 
happiness. In Revelation 12:9, he describes ‘him as 
“the great dragon, ... that old serpent, called the, 
Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth the whole worid,” 

The Apostle Paul, who had perhaps deeper insight 
into the realities of the unseen world than any other 
human being who has ever lived (see 2 Cor. 12: 1-5), 
harbered no uncertainty as to the terrific, malignant, 
supernatural enemies that all Christians must con- 
front. His only hope for any one of us was voiced 
in his.appeal: “Be strong in the Lord, and in .the 
power of his might. Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to stand against the wiles 
of the devil. For we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high places” (Eph. 6: 
10-12), 

Our Lord Jesus Christ himself left no d6ubt about 
the basic, permanent character of our spiritual Enemy. 
“The devil was a murderer from the beginning,” said 
he, “and abode not in the truth, because there is no 
truth in him. When he speaketh a lie, he speaketh 
of his own; for he is a liar and the father of it” 
(John 8:44). When Jesus himself describes Satan 
as an age-tong murderer and liar, will any modern 
disciple of Jesus dare to assume that Jesus was mis- 
taken ? 

To Peter, Jesus said: “Satan hath desired to have 
you, that he might sift you as wheat: but I have 
prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not” (Luke 22: 
31, 32). Faith is the only adequate weapon against 
such a foe. No mere human remsiapes will be suffi- 
cient. Peter, in his epistle, after destribing the power 
and cruelty of the devil, went on to say: “Whom re- 
sist stedfast in your faith.” - Concerning this con- 
flict Paul said: “Above all, taking the shield of faith, 
wherewith ye shall be able to quench all the, fiery 
darts of the evil one” (Eph. 6:16). 

For the Devil, though supernatural in his power, 
is not omnipotent. His power has been broken. 
Jesus Christ has proved his ability to let the Devil 
do his worst, and then defy his dominion. _ There 
seems to have been at least one case in which the 


Devil overreached himself, to his own undoing. 
Surely he did not know what he was doing when he 
brought about the crucifixion of Christ. In Hebrews 
2:14, 15 we read: “Since then the children are 
sharers in flesh and blood, he also himself in-like man- 
ner partook of the same; that through death he might 
bring to nought him- that had the power of death, 
that is, the devil; and might deliver all them “who 
through fear of death were all their lifetime subject 
to bondage.” 
the Incarnation itself was- that through the death’ of 
Christ and his resurrection. fron’ the dead, the powet 
of Satan ‘should be forever: :broken>+>Im>this *caSe 
the- Devil did not ‘foresee the .result of his policies. 
But. when Christ was openly “declared ‘to ‘be the Son 
of God. with power; by His resurrection: from the 
dead,” the devil must have realized that he had for 
once made a fool of himself. The informed Chris- 
tian now knows the truth that John declared, that 
“greater is he that is in you than he that is in the 
world” (1 John 4:4). While Satan is supernatural, 
Christ is omnipotent. 

What ‘then is the secret of overcoming the world, 
the flesh, and the devil? The answer is. clear; — THE 
INDWELLING CuHrist. No' other method will suffice. 
But Christ never fails when he is trusted. “Currst 
LIVETH IN ME,” said Paul (Gal. 2:20). “If a man 
love me, he will keep my word,” said Jesus, “and

my Father will love him, and we will come unto him, : 


and make our abode with him” (John 14:23). 
“{ know him whom I have believed, a 

suaded that he is able to keep that which I have com-

“Christ is- able to save to the uttermost.them that 
draw near unto God by him” (Heb.

now, and for evermore. Amen” (Jude 24). 

With promises like these upon which to rest our 
faith, there need not be a moment’s anxiety about 
this greatest fight of all. For we have an undismayed 
and undefeated Saviour. He has undertaken to guard 
and keep the disciple who trusts him, and no one ever 
fails until he ceases to trust.. 

Is there any one thing more needed to-day than to 
make plain to! people inside the church and outside, 
what kind of an enemy is “seeking” (1 Peter 5:8) 
our destruction, and what kind of a Saviour ts “seek- 
ing” (Luke 19: 10) our salvation? 

The one fundamental condition upon which tri- 
umph over temptation becomes possible is that the 
whole life be turned over te Jesus Christ as Sav- 
iour and Lord. If he is only made Lord of half the 
life, he cannot be the Saviour of all of it. Unless 
we definitely will to give up all known sin, what right 
have we to expect to be saved from sin’s power? 
The. real trouble with many church-members is that 
they still want to serve two masters. They want to 
serve Christ with most of their strength, but still 
retain the privilege of doing as they please part of 
the time. A: life of frequent defeat with resulting 
impotence is inevitable on this basis. See Romans 
6:1-14. People must be willing to have their sin-

time of missionary service. The one,to whom he was 
speaking sought to spread before him some of the 
difficulties whieh he would meet on this most deli- 
cate of foreign missionary fields and the fact of its 
being a country of high culture and of eleven cen- 
turies of recorded history. Mention was made of the 
language situation, two languages being officially 
spoken and used. He was told of persecution and 
opposition, of calumnies, and of misrepresentation 
on the part of the enemies of the Mission. Quietly 
he listened, and when all had been said, replied: 

“I expect to meet these things, but all would be 
outweighed by the privilege of having one experi- 
ence such as those which you read to me a little while 
ago in your reports from Belgium. In_ this last 
year of Christian service I have not met with such a 
response to the Gospel invitation.” _ : 

e never lose the thrill and uplift of soul which 
comes to us in reading these monthly reports from 
students and workers of the Belgian Gospel Mission, 
and when we are actually in Belgium perhaps the 
happiest moments of our life are those we spend 
in the out-of-the-way stations, in the villages and 
towns, off the beaten track, where the tourist never 
enters and where the pure Gospel has never been 
heard. There in our humble mission halls, surrounded 
by the simple folk who have always been the ones 
who have heard Him gladly, we find our truest joy 
in watching their eager faces, seeing them drink in 
the Gospel message which is so new to them and so 
satisfying. 

The Sunday School Times readers are not unmindful 
of.the development that these last three years have 
brought to the Belgian Gospel Mission. They have 
rejoiced with us over the seventeen centers of evan- 
gelization and have prayed for the students in the 
two Bible schools and have thanked God for the 
privilege which the Belgian Gospel Mission has en- 
joyed of sowing Belgium with the Word of God. 
Might we not again thank Him together that in 
the first four'months of 1922 over. 240,000 pieces of 
——- literature have been distributed in that 
and 

But what was the tenor of this sheaf of reports 
which so impressed that candidate for the field? One 
letter was from a Bible student, a man who is near- 
ing the completion of his two-years’ course. M— 
was a convert of the war and was in correspondence 
with us for some time. Without great gifts and with 
little education, he has been known in the Mission 
as pre-eminently a soul-winner — one of the rare men 
who seems to have a real passion for souls. He 
prefaces his report by recounting a blessed personal 
experience, and in it we see another soul-winning 
victory in Christ,—no, rather, finding Christ. ‘the 
perfect victory. He says: 

“During the first year of my studies I got some 
light on this subject, but never possessed what I was 
longing for... . I was always waiting to experience 
some emotion, but now I see it all and I consider 
only and have faith only in His work in me, for me, 
and through me. I have found the secret of a happy 
life and a fruitful life.” 

And then he continues: “The Lord uses me more 
now to preach his Word. I preach about three to 
five times every fortnight in three different posts 
— Ath, Leuze, and Cambron,-and from time to time 
in Brussels. During the last three months I believe 
the Lord has used me to bring five souls to the knowl- 
edge of himself.” 

hen. there is the report from our Brother Neusy,

woman to whom he had spoken, but she continued 
indifferent. The chastening of God fell upon her; 
she fell ill and nearly died. Face to face with the 
possibility of death she was. brought to repentance 
and conversion. A longing took possession of her 
heart that her father also might know the truth. 
She made him a present of a Bible, ‘and until late at 
night, after his hard. days of toil, he read that won- 
derful book. His work did not permit him to come 
to the meetings, so he asked our friends to visit him 
in his own home. Many questions he asked our 
Brother Neusy, and then breaking into sobs out 
came the story of his‘own wretched life, for he had 
been a drunkard, but soon those sobs were turned to 
songs of deliverance, and to-day he is witnessing to

In this same report for the month of March 
Brother Neusy tells of the conversion of a young gir 
of seventeen, who believed on the Lord after having 
wept a whole night through because of her sins. She 
is the- only believer in her family, who are very 
fanatical, and she courageously bears the persecu- 
tion. Her mother and sister have often put back the 
clock to make her late for the meetings, but never- 
theless she does not cease pleading with them to come 
to the meetings and to be converted. What a glori- 
ous privilege to bring light to such a hungry heart. 
Listen to her testimony: 5 

“I am so happy to be with you. I am already in 
Heaven, whereas if the Gospel had not been preached 
here I would have been lost and on my way to hell.” 

Still one more story from this fruitful field down 
in the “black country” around Mons: It is of an- 
other young girl who has found Christ and is being 
severely persecuted by her ag Her conversion 
is so real and paneing so much fruit that her mother 
tells her that she will go mad one of these days with 
her Bible and she is wearing out her lungs singing 
those’ hymns continually. he answers them that 
she will be doing nothing else all through eternity 
and that she must surely start doing so now. Her 
perseverance in prayer has already shown fruit, for 
her younger sister was converted to the Lord a fort- 
night ago. Her face was radiant as she told us of it. 

A later letter has come to us from our Brother 
Neusy. He announces the opening of a new station. 
It needed, in God’s providence, the death of a little 
child to open this door. The family wished some one 
to pay the last offices to their precious dead. They 
were sent to Mr. Neusy. There beside the casket 
of the little lad he was given the opportunity to 
preach the Gospel to thirty-five peers, Their sur- 
prise was intense that instead of reading off some 
prayers as the priests do, he brought them a mes- 
sage directly from the Lord. The work wrought 
that day was so genuine that now in the village where 
the Gospel has never yet been preached we have an 
open door. 

One of the things that seems sadly lacking in this 
generation is the conviction of sin, but is it not sig- 
nificant that over in Belgium a lady can arise at one 
of our meetings and give this beautiful testimony? 
She had attended our tent meetings two years ago 
and in spite of the fact that she had been touched 
by the preaching of the Gospel, yet she was unwill- 
ing to give up worldly pleasure and continued to go 
to the moving pictures, and engage in worldly pleas- 
ures. “But,” she said, “no sooner was I out of the 
moving pictures but such a fear took hold of me 
that I did not dare to go home. I was afraid of m 
shadow, and looked behind the doors, under my bed, 
and everywhere to see if somebody could not have 
hidden there. This continued so long that I could 
not stand it any further, so I came to your meetings. 
One day, after hearing the Gospel message, I went 
directly home, kneeled down in my room, and con- 
fessed my sins to the Lord, and now I have no more 
fear. He heard my prayer and takes care of me every 


day. 

Prom far-off Flanders comes the following beauti- 
ful story from Mr. Mietes, in charge of the work 
there in Bruges. One Sunday evening as usual, old 
Brother B—, a convert of the work in Bruges, was 
present at the genyernaetng. He had learned to 
know the Lord some time before, and had had much 
to suffer for his faith in the home of his daughter. 
He met with real persecution above all when he 
brought the Bible into that home. On that Sunday 
night Mr. Mietes greeted this dear- brother in the 
Lord. “How are things going on with you?” There 
was a smile on the face of the old man as he added: 
“All is well, and I am ready to meet my Lord at any 
time.” . Thirty-six hours after he had pronounced 
those words, he laid himself down and quietly went 
to be with the Lord. 

“This,” Mr. Mietes said, “was direct answer- to 
prayer, as he had said frequently that he was pray- 
ing that the Lord would take him to be with himself 
by a sudden death, for he felt that if he ever were 
laid up ill he would have so much to endure from 
his family and the priests. ‘I have no need,’ said he, 
‘of the last sacraments of the Roman Church. I 
need it no longer. My rest is in him, my Saviour.’” 

Of course, along with such blessing Satan has not 
been idle, and may we say it reverently, God sends 
us comfort and gives us consolation sometimes in 
most unusual-and quaint ways. For example, when 
in our work in Flanders our enemies were seeking 
to hinder us, a Socialist offered our worker a piece 
of ground one day, saying: “If you are hindered 
elsewhere, come and preach the Gospel here, and the 
people will follow you. There is room for three 
hundred people here. You will be quiet.” So how 
can we but rejoice as we think of His faithfulness? 
He is unchanging and eternal.

Then followed supporting addresses by Mr. 
W. G. Landes, Secretary of the Pennsylvania State 
Sabbath School Association; Dr, Sidney A, Weston, 
Editor, Department of Education of the Congrega- 
tional Publishing Society, Boston; and by Marion 
Lawrance, ae ey | General Secretary of the Inter- 
national Sunday School Association, who  sec- 
onded Dr. Downey’s motion. 

But Mr. Landes in his earnest address had ex- 
pressed a strong preference for the word “Christian” 
instead of the word “religious” in the title of the 
new organization. That waggestion met with marked 
applause. It did mofe. It evidently grew into a 
conviction in the minds of the delegates, and per- 
sisted even through a discussion of another possible 
change in the title from International to North Amer- 
ican (which did not pass) — persisted with the active 
help of a determined county president from Petnsy!- 
vania, Mr. R. A. Zentmeyer, until a motion was passed 
by an overwhelming vote, with only a few noes from 
some who were seated on the platform, rec- 
ommending to the proper executive authority that 
the word “Christian” be substituted for “religious” 
in the name of the new organization.

glad to undertake such an enterprise in behalf of some special mission school in a foreign land, under the care of 
their foreign missionary boards. 


was one thing that made the Christmas tree held 

in the Presbyterian Sunday-school of Central 
City, Neb., a success. Mrs. T. F. B. Smith found in 
an old copy of Every Land a story of a summer 
Christmas tree. This she told the school, with the 
result that much enthusiasm was aroused. The Kin- 
dergarten teacher in the school was asked to over- 
see the decorations for the tree. They were all to 
be made to fo'd up flat, as the decorations were also 
to go in the box of gifts. Strings of red cardboard 
bells and cat stairs in red and green, and other sim- 
ple festoons the children made. Tinsel stars and 
other small unbreakable articles were also used. The 
green cardboard trees made to unfold and stand 
around the base of the tree were quite effective. 

On the appointed evening as the people gathered 
in the church parlors they found a beautiful cedar 
tree. This was trimmed with the decorations the 
children had made. The base was completely hidden 
by a miniature forest of the green cardboard trees, 
lighted with red crayon candles, 

The Primary children had made scrap books on 
cloth for the hospitals. Many dolls had been dressed. 
Some brought handkerchiefs and toys; work bags 
with needle, thread and thimble were also there. 
Crayons and pencils, marbles, erasers, paints, were 
some of the things. 

When all had assembled a_ real Christmas 
program was given. Christmas hymns were sung, 
and the Christmas story, as found in Luke 2: 8-14, 
repeated. A missionary from China was present and 
told of Chinese customs and showed many interest- 
ing curios. An offering was taken, and this was col- 
lected in stockings suspended from the bows of um- 
brellas carried by Santa’s reindeer, who were Junior 
girls. The gifts were sent to China. 

Mrs. Smith says that their first experience with 
a tree has taught them a number of things, that they 
will put into practise next year. The scholars have 
asked that this be made an annual affair. In the first 
place they did not have the tree quite early enough, 
so the boxes had to be sent by parcel post. This made 
it a little more expensive. Another year it is hoped 
to have the gifts ready early enough so that they 
may be sent by freight. Then the dolls were too 
large. They really should be nearly all alike, but 
dressed differently. Another thing, it is hoped that 
after this the tree will be placed on a lawn on a sum- 
mer evening.—Elizabeth Williams Sudlow, Rock Is- 
land, Ill.

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Making the One Room Workable 


T IS often difficult to secure a sufficient number 

of teachers for our Sunday-school classes, and this 
is especially likely to be the case where several classes 
are obliged. to meet in one room. The confusion re- 
sulting from the noise and actjvity of the various 
classes distracts the attention of the pupils and makes 
it very difficult to keep them interested in the lesson. 
This discourages the teachers so that they ‘are re- 
luctant to continue the work, and it also makes it 
difficult to find others to take their places. 

One way of solving this problem is to make fold- 
ing screens, covering them with denim, cretonne, or 
some other heavy but inexpensive material. One or 
two of these screens so adjusted as to shut off the 
class from the view of other classes will prove a great 
help in keeping the pupils’ attention from wandering 
from the lesson. In some cases curtains fastened by 
rings to a wire, so that they can be pushed back 
when not in use, answer the same purpose. 

These devices do not shut out the sound, but they 
lessen it somewhat, and where the child’s eyes can- 
not follow the direction of the sound he usually 
pays but little attention to it. 

In one rural school where this plan has been used 
successfully, the classes also have their class banners, 
and the average of the class for punctuality, regularity, 
and lesson study on: the wall opposite their location 
in the room.

Was it the power of the wonderful Presence com- 
panying with Daniel, that, in somewhat a contrary 
fashion, awed the starving lions? What was it kept the 
ferocious bulldog from attacking the street-preaching 
party in Chicago, as related in Round-Table, 5? 


Our Background Material 

In his article in the Times of June 24, “Have the 
Critics Hurt Daniel?” Dr. Robert Dick Wilson (see 
the Cartoon) says: 

The critics assert that Daniel says that Darius was 
king of Media; but the book of Daniel never says any 
such thing. It says (9:1) that he was king over the realm 
of the Chaldeans, and in verse 31 that he received the 
kingdom of Belshazzar the Chaldean king. In view of 
the fact that the Babylonian kings, like the Assyrian 
kings before them and the Persian kings after them, were 
kings of kings, it is entirely consistent with the records 
of Daniel to suppose that Darius the Mede was only one 
of those numerous sub-kings who served under the suze- 
rainty of the great overlords, such as Nebuchadnezzar 
and Cyrus. That Darius the Mede, whether as king of 
the Chaldeans or of Babylon, or as governor of Babylon, 
has not been mentioned in the Greek historians, or on 
the Babylonian monuments, is no more extraordinary than 
is the fact that hundreds of other sub-kings and gover- 
nors have not been mentioned... . 

Until certain tablets from the reigt of Nabunaid were 
discovered, Daniel alorie witnessed as to Belshazzar. Dan- 
iel alone still testifies as to Darius the Mede. Has any 
one sufficient knowledge to deny that Daniel may be as 
tight in regard to Darius as he has been shown to be 
in regard to Belshazzar? If so, let him speak up. 


There is an interesting note on Cyrus in the Sco- 
field Reference Bible under Daniel 5: 31.

wrong action may not usually be arrested; it 
often has to run its course (Dr. Smellie, 5). Pride, 
fed by flattery, played a large part in the king’s 
wrong step (Mr. Teas, 5). Deification of emperors 
was common in ancient times (Dr. Smellie, 1). 

The king’s conscience brought on insomnia. A bad 
conscience is often the cause of that malady 
(Dr. Smellie, 8). Sleeplessness is accurately de- 
scribed by Mr. Ridgway (1) — “heard:the old clock 
strike one, then a week later strike two!” 

The plot and the human command contradictory 
of God’s laws made no difference to Daniel. He did 
not change his lifetime custom of thrice daily prayer 
—a plan which it is hard to improve upon now (Dr. 
Smellie, 2, 3; Mr. Teas, 6). There are three Jeru- 
salems for us to pray. for, or toward (Dr. Smellie, 
4; see the editorial note, “The Pilgrim Attitude,” on 
the first page).

iel’s uninterrupted prayer (Mr. Teas, 7). Six of 
Daniel’s outstanding “fine points” are given by Dr. 
Thomas (I, 2). 

What is the idea of the class as to how Daniel 
spent that night in the lions’ den? Who was the 
angel keeping company with Daniel? (Dr. Smellie, 
6.) Do we have our lions’ dens? (Dr. Smellie, 7.) 
When we get to places where we have no human 
resource, what then? (Round-Table, 4.) 

God saved Daniel from the lions, but not the 
Christians whom Roman emperors threw to the lions 
in the amphitheater to make a Roman holiday. Why 
was this? After drawing out the class to discuss 
this question, it would be well to quote this com- 
ment from W. C. Stevens’ “The Book of Daniel” 
(Fleming H. Revell Co., New York, $1.25), about the 
three Hebrew children when they were thrown into 
the fiery furnace: “What else could the children of 
God do? Alas, how often, however, professing chil- 
dren of God and followers of Jesus Christ bow to 
much less formidable religious challenges and dic- 
tates of this world and its god! It is noteworthy, 
that, while the Hebrews believed fully in the possi- 
bility of miraculous deliverance by their God, yet 
they-do not make that a condition of their refusal 
to compromise His name. This is the spirit of all 
true martyrdom. Nore of us will ever win ‘the 
crown of life,’ excepting ‘we love not our lives unto 
the death,’ excepting we are committed to be ‘faith- 
ful unto death’; . . . unto the extreme of suffering 
death for our fidelity.” 

Will there ever be a return of such persecution? 
Many missionaries with a spirit as brave as that of 
Daniel went to their martyrdom in. the Boxer re- 
bellion in China, and many Armenian Christians have 
suffered for their faith in recent years. Give the 
class the story of a martyred woman, as told by 
Mrs. Askew in her closing paragraphs. Mrs. How- 
ard Taylor, who with her husband has recently had 
a trying experience with robbers in China, but was 
released in the mercy of God, describes a mob’s at- 
tack upon her and a handful of native Christian wo- 
men in an interior province of China. Blood was 
dripping from a wound in her head, while others 
were being struck in the hail of stone missiles, but 
she said there was a radiance on the faces of her 
companions, and a joy in her own heart that had 
never been equaled in her life before. When they 
were finally rescued by a big-hearted Chinese offi- 
cial (who was converted as the result of this inci- 
dent), she experienced a sense of disappointment, and 
expressed her conviction that God gives special grace 
for martyrdom. (See the children’s story on page 415 
“The Chevalier Richard’s Question.”) 


The Truth that Is Golden 
Two words tower in this lesson till they touch 
glory, as the twin snow-capped peaks of equatorial 








east Africa, Kenia and Kilimanjaro, reach into the 
sky. They are “continually” (vy. 20) and “belicved” 
v. 23). “Continually” was the result; “believed” 
the cause. Because Daniel believed he kept in touch 
abidingly with the Presence, and it proved a’ pre- 
serving Presence (Dr. Smellie, 9; Mr. Teas, 9; 
Round-Table, 1,.2). Daniel’s God is our God, and. 
in our spiritual life now, is equally able to — and 
does, as long as we abide in Him—keep us from 
the lion which goeth about seeking whom he ma 
devour, as He was able to—and did —kee Daniel, 
in his physical life then, from the lions in the Baby- 
lonian den. “Unto him that is able to guard you 
from stumbling, and to set you before the presence 
of his glory without blemish in exceeding joy”! (Jude 
24, 25; Mr. Teas, 8; Mrs Askew, 1.) 


Teaching Points 

Habit is a chain--to Daniel it was a golden chain, 
confirming him in goodness, and glorifying it; to 
Darius, an iron chain, leading to a life of drifting, 
making him the victim of evil men (Mr. Teas, 3). 

It is finer to be saved in the trial, than from it 

(Mrs. Askew, 2; 1 Peter 4:12). 
_ Do you know the “well-meaning man,” never real- 
izing the outcome of his weak will? Are you teach- 
ing your children the value of learning how to say 
“No”? €Dr. Thomas, I, 1.)

ANIEL belongs to the goodly company of those 
iY “who through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought 
rignasougnese, obtained promises, stopped the mouths 
of lions”; and it is such a goodly company, thank 
God, that when we. think of making comparisons we 
must choose from among a not inconsiderable group. 
Naturally our, thought will incline to go first prob- 
ably to thosé companions of Daniel who had already 
shown similar devotion to God, under circumstances 
so very similar. Though they like him had high 
position in the kingdom, they were also victims of 
the envy of their heathen associates, and were tested 
in a matter involving their devotion to Jehovah their 
God. Their apparent fate was just as sure, and their 
deliverance by God just as noteworthy. And there 
comes out a principle in their case which is just as 
evident in the case of. Daniel, but not so explicitly 
stated, namely, that neither had any previous as- 
surance that God would see fit to deliver them, though 
they knew he was able. Devotion to God no mat- 
ter what it costs—this is the lesson we shall learn 
if we travel with this goodly company of Bible heroes. 
In the roll-call of those “of whom the world was 
not worthy” in the eleventh of Hebrews are those 
who “escaped the edge of the sword,” and those also 
who “were slain with the sword.” Which was the 
better pleasing to Him whom they served? The 
deliverance was all in his will, the devotion was in 
theirs in the spirit manifested by the Hebrew chil- 
dren: “But if Nor—”’ Compare Daniel risking his 
life for his faith with Paul doing the same thing 
under different circumstances. Do men like John 
G. Paton and Anthony Comstock deserve a place in 
that goodly company of heroes named and unnamed 
to which Daniel belongs?

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The Lesson as a Whole

i. The Lesson’s Main ; 

Connection. Beecher suggests 538 B. C., a year 
after-the last lesson. Others make Daniel to be about 
cighty, which would involve a date about 525 B. C. 
The best way of studying this chapter is to yive 
special attention to the two mien and contrast them. 

Darius — The Wickedness of Weakness. Darius 
had a fine opportunity. Cyrus had gone on to other 
conquests and so appointed Darius (5: 31), as his 
deputy. But through the vastness of the countr 
and also his inexperience he had to leave much wor 
to others (6:1). Yet he had the perception to retain 
Daniel, and the king soon saw what he could do 
and that he was no ordinary man. There is always 
room at the top for the true, faithful, and able 
worker. But Daniel’s colleagues were jealous of an 
old man and a foreigner, so they plotted against him. 
When Darius heard he made no art but in his 
selfish fear he accepted the proposal, to conform to 
the customs. He wanted to consolidate his power and 
preserve his position. He thought only of himself. 
Then when Daniel was in trouble, Darius realized 
what had been done and showed intense anxiety. And 
when Daniel was delivered the king went to the 
other extreme of ungovernable fury and cruelty. He 
was not wicked so much as weak and irresolute, 
though weakness soon becomes wickedness. He was 
a “well-meaning”. man, but good intentions are not 
enough. He had no power to say “no,” and hold to 
it. So all his generosity was spoiled by impulse and 
weakness. Though on the throne, he was of very 
little use. A-throne is nothing without a real man 
on it. (1) 

Daniel — The Glory of Goodness. Notice the fol- 
lowing fine points about Daniel. (1) Ability. Intel- 
lectual and administrative power. (2) Integrity. 
Though in the fierce light of publicity, no fault was 
visible. No charge could be laid against him except 
a religious one (v. 5). (3) Fidelity. Perseverance 
in well-doing at all costs. (4) Devotion. Unhindered 
by affairs of state. No ostentation but no conceal- 


ment. (v. 10). (5) Cheerfulness. Even when the © 


decree was signed, he “gave thanks” as usual (v. 10). 
He was equally cheerful in the den. (6) Trust. This 
was the basis of everything. God was real and God 
was first. All other qualities were due to this. “My 
God” (v. 22); “his God” (vs. 5, 23); “thy God” (vs. 
16, 20). (2)

ANY a time, with a Nero or a Diocletian on 

the throne, the cry echoed through the great 

amphitheater in Imperial Rome, Christianos 
ad leones!—The Christians to the lions! These 
“saints of the early dawn of Christ” could look back 
on an Old Testament confessor, who had faced the 
wild beasts before them. Surely there is no more 
quickening story in the Bible — that wennery of quick 
pg stories—than this of Daniel in‘ the den of 
ions. 


We think, first, of the open window. 

The satraps of Darius, the Median governor of 
Babylon, stung with jealousy of the veteran states- 
man whose wisdom put them all to shame, had per- 
suaded their master to pass a strange enactment. 
For a round month, he decreed, no petition must be 
presented, no prayer carried, to any god or man save 
to himself alone. We find it difficult to understand 
such an order; but the deification of a ruler was 
comparatively common in Eastern lands; and Darius, 
ignorant of thé sinister motive which had prompted 
the request, granted his satraps their desire. So 
the trap was set for Daniel, the worshiper of the 
one living and true God. (1 - 

It made no difference to him. His windows being 
open in his chamber toward Jerusalem, he kneeled 
upon his knees three times a day, and prayed, and 
gave thanks before his God. It was not by way of 
bravado, or with a reckless courting of danger, that 
he flung wide his lattice. He followed his usual habit, 
and went on his daily path: Had he closed and shut- 
tered the windows, his enemies would have suspected 
him immediately, and he would have gained nothing 
by his secrecy. The frankness of a courageous faith 
is always best. (2) . 

He prayed towards Jerusalem. Patriotism and re- 
ligion together determined the direction in which his 


face was turned. He remembered how, many cen- ° 


turies before, Solomon had anticipated the’ exile of 
Israel, and had begged Jehovah to hear the captives 
who, in the dark hour of misfortune, should pray 
towards the Lord’s holy temple. (3) 

We, too, can pray towards Jerusalem. There is 
the Jerusalem of our native land, which, both because 
of the love we bear it and because of its -sins and 
needs, should have a large place in our intercessious, 
There is the Jerusalem of the Christian church, for 
the revival of which we ought to plead. And there 
is the Jerusalem of the future, “built of gold, of 
crystal, pearl, and gem,” the wision of which ought 
to infuse wonder and praise into all our intercourse 
with God. (4) 


Next, we think of the twice-sealed prison. 

Once its hidden meaning became plain, Darius bit- 
terly regretted his compliance with the scheme of 
his nobles. He labored till the going down of the 
sun, to deliver the man whom he reverenced and in 
whom he placed implicit trust. But it was in vain. 
Laws, when once they are passed, have to be carried 
out, unless they are abrogated as quickly as possible; 
and. abrogation was forbidden under the rigorous 
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constitution of the Medo-Persian government. So, 
against the will of his prince, Daniel was sent to the 
lions. Twice over, with his own signet and with the 
signet of his lords, Derius sealed the t stone 
that lay against the mouth of the den. — y did it, 
probably as a pipeleen that they would not harm 
the prisoner, if the lions allowed him to live; their 
ruler did it, in guarantee that he would make no at- 
tempt at the rescue of his friend. And thus the door 
was shut, and doubly locked. (5) : 

But within that weirdest sanctuary, what a divine 
peace prevailed! For an entire night Daniel was 
there, and the hours were as untroubled as though 
they had been spent in God’s own house. An awe 
fell.on the lions, like that which held in its thrall 
the wild beasts of the wilderness when Christ so- 
journed among them. And Daniel himself talked 
with God the whole get through, and was marvel- 
ously comforted. Rabbi Duncan felt a special love 
for the unnamed angel who strengthened Jesus after 
his agony in Gethsemane; one wonders whether it 
was the same friendly angel who ministered to Daniel 
among the fierce beasts in the black den. (6) 

We have our prisons that seem sealed and barred 
twice over—prisons of cramping surroundings, of 
disabling sickness, of unpopularity and the opposition 
of men. But our Lord may be nearer to us in the 
captivity we bear for his sake, than in the freedom 
that is so much pleasanter to our flesh and blood. 
Wherefore, as Chrysostom said when his enemies 
drove him from Constantinople, “Glory to God for 
all events!” (7) 


Lastly, we think of the stone rolled away. 

The king’s night was wide as the poles apart from 
Daniel’s — sleepless and miserable. He “sat alone 
with his conscience,” and its voice accused him of 
the. wrong he had done. So soon as the morning 
broke, he went in haste to the dungeon-mouth, to 
discover how it had fared with his prisoner. Js thy 
God able to deliver thee? he called; and from within 
the reply came clear and glad, O King, live for ever! 
It was the work of a minute to liberate Daniel, and 
no manner of hurt was found upon him, because he 
believed in his God. (8) 


Here, then, is the miracle which simple faith works, 


and the deliverance which it. brings. Why has it 
such efficacy? Not because of any magic and mystical 
qualities resident in itself, but solely Cocoute of Him 
towards whom it looks, to whom it runs, and in 
whom it boasts. Faith is the eye which beholds a 
heart-filling landscape, that of the ey of God 
in Christ; but the eye does not create the landscape, 
it only takes it in. Faith is hand which appro- 
priates an inestimable boon, that of a complete re- 
demption from evil, past and present and to come; 
but the hand has little merit in the transaction, every- 
thing is contained in the boon itself. Lord, ever- 
more give me this faith! (9)

4 missionary is often greeted with condolences 
uttered in a “lamentable voice” (as the king 
greeted Daniel), when he has given up all for a 
life of discomfort and even a den of lions beyond 
the seas. But he should rather be congratulated. It 
is high honor to suffer thus because of obedience to 
Christ, and to enjoy engelic ministries in the very 
shadow of death. Probably no one else in all Baby- 
lon spent so glorious a night as Daniel; likewise 
no life has such thrilling experiences and supernat- 
ural deliverances as that of the missionary..

But people are not 
menaced with fierce lions to-day if they 
neglect prayer to God. Nobody’s life is 
threatened to-day if he prays to God. 

Nevertheless, the biggest spiritual loss, 
even to Christians, the greatest spiritual 
peril, is because of something which is keep- 
ing them cff their knees. The devil, who in- 
spired the conspiracy against Daniel, is also 
the genius of the scheme to keep Christians 
from praying to-day. The devil knows the 
power of prayer to God. He does not use

Lion No. 1.—Ignorance. Ignorance of the 
power of prayer, its instantaneous effect, its 
far-reaching extent, its great reward. Treat 
this lion with Psalm 73 : 22-28; Philippians 4: 
6, 7; Matthew 17: 20. 

Lion No. 2.—Unbelief. Though God’s Word 
repeatedly informs us as to what prayer will 
do, yet after all, do we believe it? Let us 
ask ourselves that question seriously. Treat | 
it with Mark 10 527, and encourage the prayer 
of that helpless father. in Mark 9 : 24. 

Lion No. 3—Neglect. There are Christians 
who have been informed and who believe — 
yet fail.

Lion No. 4.—False Pride. Quite a mangy 
lion, but very effective among conventional 
folls.

O YOU still have the May, 1922, 

American Magazine? Refresh your 
memory by another reading of “Fair 
Play or Gun Play?” Very briefly then 
you can present the interesting story of 
Murdo Mackenzie to the class as a mod- 
ern example of a man who lived and 
prospered among his enemies by the sim- 
ple formula of going unarmed and un- 





defended, and of letting everybody know 


it. The gunmen killed one another, but 
Mackenzie still lives! (1) 

The story is too long to use for more 
than the briefest of brief introductions; 
but in its limits it is especially worth 
using because it answers, first off, the 
objections of any t who says that 
Daniel's policy of quiet trusting wouldn’t 
“go” nowadays. (2) 

King Darius and President Daniel; 
two men whose lives stand out in sharp 
contrast. Each was what his habits had 
made him: habits that had been a life- 
time in forming. Ask the boys to help 
you find the key to the character of 
each, as revealed somewhere in this les- 
son. (3) 

They won't have far to look for the 
cue to Daniel. Verse 7, “he kneeled .. . 
and prayed ... as he did aforetime.” 
And in the speech of Darius in verse 
12: “the thing is true, according to the 
law . .. which altereth not.” The poor 
old king was so bound down by habit 
and tradition that he didn’t dare break 
oven even to save a righteous man’s 
ife! 

So that leads right up to a question 
of keeping one’s word: the king hadn’t 
realized what a- trap he was walking 
intg when he signed that decree; some- 
times boys nowadays make rash prom- 


ises without stopping to consider where. 


they may lead. What is the best way 
to get out of a “corner” like that: is 
there ever any excuse for keeping one’s 
i to do a wrong thing? Why? 


Let the boys “talk it-out” if they wish. 
You will probably find an honest expres- 
sion of opinion on both sides. The an- 
swer, of course, comes right back to the 
eld saying that “two wrongs don’t make 
a right.” Because of his silly, cow- 
ardly pride (all false pride is cowardly, 
anyhow), the king would have been Dan- 
iel’s murderer except for divine inter- 
ference. Better to face the temporary 
scorn of a few men, then or now, than 
to earn God’s sentence of punishment for 
eternity. (5) 

Verse 10 challenges interest, by the 
way it proves the manliness of prayer- 
habits. Daniel went right on talking to 
God out of that open window, because 
he had been trained that way from boy- 
hood: “he prayed ... as he did afore- 
time.” Three times a day: praying- 
Oy came as regularly as eating-time! 
(6 

Have the boys notice that Daniel 
wasn’t too anxious about the future to 
be thankful for the past. “He: gave 
thanks” (v. 10) and “God sent his angel 
and shut the lions’ mouths” (v. 22). We 
can easily believe that Daniel even gave 
thanks ail night in the den! Thankful- 
ness is an even more important prayer- 
ingredient for Christians to-day. (7) 

Again, Daniel’s brand of religion was 
of the dependable, steady-going, even 
kind: even the weak-kneed old king wit- 
nessed to that by saying “thy God whom 
thou servest continually.” Let the boys 
remember that the acid test of the Chris- 
tian life is the way it crops out con- 
stantly in cheerful little deeds that are 
as unrealized by the doer as they are 
refreshing and helpful to others. (8) 


What did Daniel’s reply in verse 22 


show about his character? Certainly no 
ordinary man could have put his own 
feelings so far behind him as to return 
the answer we find here. Continued 
thankfulness, love and forgiveness for 
his persecutors, and a clear conscience: 
all are shown in his noble answer to 
the kirzg’s anxious question, 

Can the boys name cases in which 
they, too, have been delivered from hurt 
“because they believed in their God”? 
You can turn the close of the period 
into an amazingly fruitful experience 
meeting. Fruitful to you, through the 
new doors it may open into the boys’ 
inner selves; fruitful to them, in mark- 
ing the perhaps crude but real _begin- 
nings of publicly witnessing to Christ’s 
power in their lives. (9)

certain and cruel destruction, on the 
false charges of those who were his 
enemies without a cause. Your girls 
will say, “God ought to have saved him 
from such a dreadful trial,” but how 
much more glorious to have God save 
him in this dreadful trial! (2) 2 

God was trusting him with a. terrible 
temptation to deny him, which became a 
splendid opportunity to witness for his 
saving power. 

Think for a moment of the results of 
that testimony of Daniel’s to himself, — 
what a mighty faith he must have felt 
in God forever after that night with the 
lions; to Darius and his whole kingdom, 
note verse 27, and to you. 

Our lions are not always of the huge, 
fierce “king of beasts” variety, but many 
a girl meets some not less terrible. Do 
your girls know the life-story of an 
American girl, who, just like themselves, 
loved fun and pretty clothes and ‘was oh, 
so hungry for an education and to “be 
like other girls,” yet beneath it all the 
deepest hunger was for God and his 
service, his service on the foreign mis- 
sion field, for which she knew she was 
far from fitted?

The Chevalier

T WAS the time when the Chevalier 

Bonhomme Richard had fallen out of 
the second story of a tree, and the angels 
had manipulated him sq before he struck 
the ground that the shock: came partly 
upon his shoulders’as well. as upon his 
head.

-No doubt many of your kins- 
folk suffered marytrdom in France, but 
when I look at mother and you I am 
glad that one at least reached South 
Carolina.” 

And then followed the story of the 
awful plot hatched by Catherine de 
Medici, Queen Regent of France, and 
her weak son King Charles, while still 
another Medici sat upon the papal throne. 
All the Protestants in France were to be 
murdered in one night. The bloody work 
began at midnight, August 24, 1572, the 
assassins wearing a white cross on their 
hats and a scarf on their left arm to 
distinguish them from their victims. 
Women, children, and grey-haired men 
were slaughtered without pity. Twenty 
thousand people were slain in the prov- 
inces, making in all, with those butch- 
ered in Paris and other large cities, sev- 
enty-five thousand, although some put 
the figures still higher. 

“Will times of persecution ever come 
again?” asked Sir Henry Longlash, who 
was lying beside his brother, 

“Well, who can say?” was the an- 
swer. “The Huguenots and the other 
‘fathers’ who fled to our land to make 
it a land of liberty of conscience, -be- 
lieved that the ‘new world’ would es- 
cape such things forever. They built 
our Republic upon the Bible as the foun- 
dation stone, but thousands itt America 
to-day, many of them in schools and 
colleges and even theological seminaries, 


are trying to blast out this foundation 
stone. we do not return to God’s 
book, but through infidelity open the 
way to the inroads of Bolshevism and 
anarchy, there is no one who knows but 
such awful times may come again. 
National safety lies in obedience to God 
and believing his book. It will require 
great courage, such as the Huguenots 
showed, to be willing to die tor the 
faith.” 

There was a long pause, broken by the 
Chevalier Richard, who said: 

“It will be quickly over, won’t it, 
Dad?”
